a„ HTAUTOMAT would forego the preparation of a mission 
coverage summary at this time in order not to delay preparation 
of duplicate materials by the factory. 
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b. The original negative will now be transmitted to the factory 
for reproduction to meet standing requirements with the understanding 
that by arrangement with HTAUTOMAT the factory will reproduce the 
first duplicate positive in such form as to facilitate the identification 
and orientation of the oblique firings. Th e preparation of the duplicate
